ANNUAL  REPORT,  191H2. 

The  Public  Library  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting 
the  following  report  on  the  work  accomplished  for  the  year  ended 
31st  March,  1912. 

LIBRARIAN. 

The  office  of  City  Librarian  being  vacant  at  the  end  of  the 
previous  financial  year,  advertisements  were  issued  in  April  for  a 
trained  Librarian,  and  in  response  thereto,  110  applications  were 
received.  The  Committee  unanimously  appointed  Mr.  George  A. 
Stephen,  (Fellow  of  the  Library  Association),  the  Sub-Librarian  of 
the  St.  Pancras  Public  Libraries,  London,  and  the  author  of  books 
and  articles  on  library  administration  and  kindred  topics.  The 
new  Librarian  commenced  his  duties  on  the  1st  June,  and  at  the 
first  Committee  Meeting  after  his  appointment  he  submitted  a 
comprehensive  report  on  the  condition  of  the  Public  Library,  with 
suggestions  for  its  re-organisation  on  up-to-date  methods  of  library 
administration.  After  giving  careful  consideration  to  the  Librarian's 
report  the  Committee  approved  it  in  principle,  and  from  time  to 
time  has  given  instructions  for  various  recommendations  to  be 
carried  out. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  old  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  conduct  and  manage- 
ment of  all  Departments  of  the  Public  Library  were  revised  and 
augmented  with  the  view  of  affording  additional  facilities  to  the 
public  ;  the  amended  Rules  came  into  force  on  the  1st  November. 
Attention  may  be  drawn  to  the  following  alterations.  The  hours 
of  opening  and  closing  of  several  of  the  Departments  were  altered  : 
the  News  Room,  which  opens  at  9  a.m.,  now  closes  at  10  p.m., 
instead  of  9  p.m. ;  the  Reading  Room  opens  at  9  a.m.,  instead  of 
10  a.m.,  and  closes  at  10  p.m.  as  before;  and  the  Lending  Library 
closes  at  9  p.m.,  instead  of  10  p.m.  each  week-day,  except  Thursday, 
when  it  closes  at  1  p.m. 
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The  conditions  under  which  persons  may  borrow  books  were 
simplified  as  much  as  possible.  Every  resident  whose  name 
appears  on  the  current  Ward  Roll,  or  who  shall  produce  his 
receipt  for  current  rates  of  premises,  or  for  his  last  quarter's  rent, 
may  borrow  books  for  home  reading  on  his  own  responsibility,  and 
all  other  residents  over  14  years  of  age  may  borrow  books  for 
home  reading  after  obtaining  the  guarantee  of  a  ratepayer. 

In  order  to  foster  the  reading  habit  among  children  and  to 
induce  them  to  become  familiar  with  the  Public  Library,  a  new 
rule  was  made  whereby  any  child  under  the  age  of  14  years, 
resident  in  the  City  and  attending  school,  may  borrow  books  on 
the  guarantee  of  a  ratepayer  and  the  recommendation  of  a 
head  teacher. 

Borrowers'  tickets  are  now  issued  within  twenty-four  hours 
from  the  time  of  receipt  of  the  application  forms,  provided  they  are 
satisfactory,  whereas,  previously,  borrowers  were  kept  waiting  for 
three  or  more  days. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  have  been  printed  in  pamphlet 
form,  and  are  obtainable  free  on  application  at  the  Library. 

RE- DECORATION,   STRUCTURAL  ALTERATIONS,  ETC. 

The  Committee  instructed  the  City  Engineer  to  submit  reports 
and  estimates  for  various  items  of  work  suggested  by  the  City 
Librarian,  and  after  their  consideration  the  following  work  was 
carried  out  by,  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Works  Department : 
(1)  Double  swing  oak  door  and  screen  substituted  for  the  single 
door  in  the  entrance  hall.  (2)  Openings  made  in  west  wall  of 
Lending  Library,  large  borrowed  lights  inserted,  and  provision 
of  double  swing  door  for  this  department.  (3)  Alteration  of 
counter,  repairing  of  portion  of  floor,  and  re-decorating  of  Lending 
Library.  (4)  Alteration  of  Librarian's  office  and  provision  of 
glazed  screens.  (5)  Painting  and  decoration  or  entrance  hall  and 
public  staircase. 

The  electric  lighting  of  several  departments  having  been 
considered  inadequate,  the  City  Electrical  Engineer  submitted 
suggestions  for  improving  the  same,  chiefly  by  the  rearrangement 
of  lamps  and  the  use  of  holophane  reflecting  shades,  and  the  work 
was  duly  performed. 

STOCK  OF  BOOKS. 

During  the  year  3,448  volumes  and  265  pamphlets  were  added 
by  purchase  or  gift ;  2,460  volumes  being  located  in  the  Lending 
Library,  617  volumes  and  25  pamphlets  in  the  Reference  Library, 
and  371  volumes  and  240  pamphlets  in  the  Local  Collection. 
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Complete  statistics  regarding  the  stock  of  books  in  the 
Lending  and  Reference  Departments  will  be  presented  as  soon  as 
the  Librarian  has  taken  stock  of  the  Library. 


The  Librarian  reported  that  the  condition  of  the  Lending 
Library  was  especially  serious,  and  required  immediate  attention : 
it  contained  accumulations  of  old,  useless  and  worn-out  books, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Public  Library  has  been  in  existence 
for  over  half  a  century,  and  the  stock  of  books  had  never  been 
subjected  to  a  thorough  overhauling.  It  was  decided  that  the 
Librarian,  instead  of  spending  a  considerable  amount  of  time  in 
taking  stock  of  the  entire  Library,  should  undertake  the  re- 
organisation of  the  Lending  Library,  class  by  class,  in  order 
that  an  immediate  advantage  might  be  experienced  by  the  public 
using  the  Library.  The  Librarian  will  make  an  inventory  of  the 
books  in  each  class,  and  then  submit  to  the  Committee  a  report 
indicating  the  books  that  should  be  discarded  or  replaced,  with 
a  list  of  books  that  should  be  added  to  the  section.  After  the 
new  books  have  been  purchased,  the  class  under  revision  will  be 
classified  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  of  Classification, 
and  then  catalogued.  At  the  close  of  the  period  covered  by  this 
report,  the  Librarian  had  submitted  the  following  reports  on  the 
Fiction,  History  and  Travel,  and  Natural  Science  classes: —

Of  the  6,190  volumes  on  the  Library  shelves,  or  in  circulation, 
1  have  been  unable  to  examine  869  volumes  because  they  have 
been  in  borrowers'  hands  while  I  have  been  examining  the  stock. 
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Of  the  5,321  volumes  I  have  handled,  I  find  that  only  1,405 
volumes  are  fit  for  circulation,  and  of  these  over  200  require  to  be 
rebound.  At  least  2,588  volumes  should  be  discarded,  and  the 
remaining  1,328  volumes  are  worth  replacing  as  funds  permit.

Of  the  2,686  volumes  on  the  Library  shelves,  or  in  circulation, 
I  have  been  unable  to  examine  58  vols,  because  they  were  in 
borrowers'  hands  while  I  was  examining  the  stock.  Of  the  2,630 
vols.  I  have  handled  I  find  that  1,587  vols,  are  suitable  for 
circulation,  113  should  be  transferred  to  the  Reference  Department, 
798  should  be  discarded,  and  132  replaced.

Of  the  1,174  volumes  on  the  Library  shelves,  or  in  circulation, 
I  have  been  unable  to  examine  41  vols,  because  they  were  in 
borrowers'  hands  while  I  was  examining  the  stock.  Of  the  1,133 
vols.  I  have  handled  I  find  that  677  vols,  are  suitable  for  circulation, 
128  vols,  should  be  transferred  to  the  Reference  Department, 
281  vols,  should  be  discarded,  and  47  vols,  replaced. 

In  order  to  bring  the  above-mentioned  sections  up-to-date  the 
Committee  decided  to  spend  the  sum  of  £100  on  Fiction,  £80  on 
History  and  Travel,  and  £50  on  Natural  Science. 

Several  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  routine  work  of  this 
Department,  with  the  view  of  effecting  more  rapid  and  efficient 
service. 

The  Lending  Library  was  closed  to  the  public  on  the  2nd 
November,  on  which  day  all  the  worn-out  books  in  the  Fiction  class 
were  withdrawn  and  the  new  volumes  added. 

This  department  was  also  closed  from  February  19th  to  24th, 
when  the  structural  alterations,  cleaning,  and  re-decorating  were 
effected. 

"  READERS'  GUIDE." 

For  several  years  past  complaints  have  been  made  by 
borrowers  regarding  the  lack  of  a  printed  catalogue  of  the  books  in 
the  Library.  To  remedy  this  defect  speedily,  it  was  decided  to 
publish  at  the  price  of  one  penny  a  bi-monthly  magazine  entitled 
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"  The  Readers'  Guide,"  which  would  contain  the  whole  or  a  portion 
of  a  classified  catalogue  of  the  books  in  each  of  the  classes  which 
had  been  revised,  and  also  a  list  of  new  books  added  to  the  Library  ; 
by  this  means  a  complete  list  of  books  in  the  Lending  Library  will 
be  published.  The  first  number  of  the  "  Readers'  Guide,"  con- 
taining the  fiction  catalogue,  was  published  on  the  1st  November, 
and  the  demand  for  this  was  so  great  that  the  whole  of  the  edition 
of  2,000  copies  was  exhausted  early  in  March.  A  revised  edition 
has  been  ordered.  The  second  and  third  numbers  of  "  The  Readers'  0 
Guide,"  published  in  January  and  March  respectively,  contain 
portions  of  the  catalogue  of  the  History  and  Travel  section. 

BORROWERS. 

Previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  new  Rules  and  Regulations,  the 
borrowers'  tickets  were  not  issued  for  any  specific  period,  and  none 
had  been  renewed  for  several  years ;  consequently  there  was  no 
record  of  the  persons  actually  borrowing  from  the  Library. 
Concurrently  with  the  re-opening  of  the  Lending  Library,  after  the 
revision  of  the  Fiction  stock,  a  new  form  of  ticket  was  used. 
Borrowers  whose  tickets  were  issued  on  or  after  January  1st,  1911, 
received  new  tickets  in  exchange  for  their  old  tickets,  and  all  other 
persons  were  required  to  make  application  for  tickets  by  filling  in 
the  application  forms  provided  for  the  purpose.  At  the  close  of  the 
period  covered  by  this  report,  4,092  borrowers'  tickets  were  in 
force,  viz.,  3,054  ordinary  tickets,  448  students'  tickets,  and  590 
juvenile  tickets. 

ISSUES. 

A  statistical  table  is  given  on  page  13,  showing  the  monthly 
issues  of  books  from  each  class  during  the  year  for  home  reading. 
The  Lending  Library  was  open  on  298  days,  and  77,962  volumes  were 
issued,  giving  a  daily  average  issue  of  262  volumes.  In  the  previous 
annual  report  it  was  stated  that  the  number  of  books  issued  from 
the  Lending  Library  had  decreased  very  considerably,  the  daily 
average  issue  being  246;  and  this  decrease  continued  from  April  to 
October,  during  which  time  the  daily  average  issue  was  219.  The 
statistical  table  shows  that  a  decided  increase  in  the  issues  took 
place  immediately  the  Fiction  stock  had  been  revised  and 
augmented,  and  the  first  number  of  the  "Readers'  Guide"  had 
been  published,  the  daily  average  issue  from  November  to  March 
being  324.  The  highest  issue  on  a  single  day  was  on  Monday, 
26th  February,  when  632  volumes  were  issued. 

JUVENILE  SECTION. 

As  stated  herein  under  the  heading  "  Rules  and  Regulations," 
juveniles  are  now  permitted  to  borrow  books  from  the  Lending 
Library.    A  collection  of  749  volumes  of  fiction  and  books  on 
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various  branches  of  knowledge,  specially  suitable  for  juvenile 
readers,  has  been  formed,  and  a  separate  indicator  and  counter 
have  been  provided  for  their  use. 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

On  page  14  a  statistical  table  is  given,  showing  the  monthly 
issues  of  books  in  this  Department.  These  figures  exclude  the 
numerous  references  made  to  dictionaries,  and  to  the  directories, 
year  books,  and  kindred  publications  which  are  placed  on  open 
shelves  in  the  Reading  Room.  The  Reference  Library  was  open 
on  306  days,  and  8,481  volumes  were  issued,  giving  a  daily  average 
issue  of  28  volumes.  The  issues  of  books  from  this  Department 
are  not  as  large  as  they  should  be.  The  comparatively  small  use 
made  of  this  Department  is  chiefly  due  to  the  want  of  a  proper 
catalogue,  and  the  lack  of  many  important  reference  books.  As 
soon  as  the  reorganisation  of  the  Lending  Library  is  effected, 
particular  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  Reference  Library  with  the 
view  of  making  it  an  up-to-date  one. 

LOCAL  COLLECTION. 

During  the  year  the  extensive  local  collection  has  been 
considerably  augmented  by  donations  and  purchases.  It  has  been 
the  practice  of  the  Committee  to  allocate  for  local  collection 
purposes  the  money  received  as  fines,  and  as  the  sum  of  £254  9s.  Id. 
had  accumulated  by  the  end  of  the  last  financial  year,  the  Committee 
resolved  to  make  a  number  of  purchases  at  the  auction  sales  of 
Dr.  Augustus  Jessopp's  Library  and  the  Townshend  Heirlooms.  At 
these  sales  many  interesting  and  valuable  documents  relating  to 
the  history  of  Norfolk  and  Norwich  were  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
£91  18s.  3d.  One  of  the  documents  purchased  at  the  Townshend 
sale  was  "  An  Address  from  the  Gentry  of  Norfolk  and  Norwich  to 
General  Monk,"  in  1660,  bearing  the  signatures  of  about  800 
persons.  This  manuscript,  being  signed  by  nearly  everyone  of 
importance  in  Norfolk  at  the  period,  is  of  much  local  importance, 
and  the  Committee  have  arranged  for  its  publication  in  facsimile, 
provided  sufficient  subscriptions  can  be  obtained.  These  purchases 
were  followed  by  a  valuable  donation  from  Mr.  Walter  Rye, 
consisting  of  a  Map  of  the  Coast  of  Norfolk,  1585,  and  68 
manuscripts  and  printed  books,  of  which  special  mention  may 
be  made  of  the  following: — 

Friar  Brackley's  Armorial  Manuscript. — A  paper  volume  of 
142  pages,  with  75  coloured  drawings  of  arms  of  the  Pastons  and 
Mautbys  and  their  matches.  Its  date  is  about  1460,  and  it  is  the 
oldest  Norfolk  Armorial  Manuscript  known. 

Collection  of  original  manuscripts  relating  to  the  Carpenters' 
Company  of  Norwich,  1594. 
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Rev.  F.  Blomefield's  Original  Entry  Book  for  his  "  History  of 
Norfolk,"  1733-6.

In  order  to  show  its  appreciation  of  the  generous  gifts  which 
Mr.  Walter  Rye  has  made  on  various  occasions  to  the  Public 
Library,  and  at  the  same  time  to  display  them  to  the  public,  the 
Committee  provided  a  handsome  exhibition  case  in  the  Reading 
Room  in  February. 

Various  small  purchases  of  local  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  and 
prints  have  also  been  made  during  the  year. 

With  the  view  of  preserving  the  large  collection  of  prints, 
portraits,  and  maps,  and  also  making  them  easily  accessible  to  the 
public,  many  of  them  have  been  mounted,  and  all  of  them  have 
been  arranged  in  specially  designed  dust-proof  boxes. 

During  the  year  427  vols,  in  the  collection  were  bound  at  a 
cost  of  £28  9s.  lid.  The  expenditure  of  this  amount  was  neces- 
sary because  no  attention  had  been  paid  to  the  binding  of  local 
books  for  several  years. 

READING  AND  NEWS  ROOMS. 

The  Reading  Room  and  the  News  Room  have  been  well 
attended  during  the  year.  The  list  of  periodicals  and  newspapers 
provided  in  these  rooms  was  carefully  revised  in  January,  with  the 
view  of  making  the  collection  as  representative  as  possible.  The 
Library  now  contains  a  judicious  selection  of  the  leading  London 
and  provincial  newspapers,  and  a  large  variety  of  the  best 
periodicals.  In  addition  to  a  selection  of  the  weekly  illustrated 
papers,  popular  magazines,  and  periodicals  for  ladies,  there  are 
periodicals  devoted  to  the  principal  industries,  science,  technology, 
literature,  art,  politics,  history  and  travel,  sports  and  pastimes, 
philosophy,  and  religion.  A  complete  list  of  the  newspapers  and 
periodicals  provided  at  the  Library  is  given  on  pp.  17-19. 
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BOOKBINDING. 

The  new  Librarian  reported  that  a  large  portion  of  the  stock  of 
books  was  in  a  bad  condition,  due  to  the  books  having  been  bound 
inadequately,  or  imperfectly  repaired,  or  not  having  been  treated  as 
soon  as  necessary.  Library  books  require  special  bindings,  and 
therefore  a  suitable  specification  has  been  prepared,  in  accordance 
with  which  the  books  are  now  bound.  During  the  year  2,007 
volumes  have  been  bound  at  a  cost  of  £129  19s.  lid.,  of  which 
427  volumes  belong  to  the  Local  Collection. 

BOOKS   FOR  THE  BLIND. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  National  Lending 
Library  for  the  Blind  for  the  loan  of  twenty  volumes  monthly  in 
Braille  or  Moon  type.  The  books  have  been  much  appreciated  by 
some  of  the  blind  persons  in  Norwich,  415  volumes  having  been 
issued  since  July. 

DONATIONS. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  287  volumes  and  17 
pamphlets  were  presented  by  various  donors,  as  enumerated  on 
pages  15-16,  and  the  publishers  of  12  periodicals  undertook  to 
present  their  respective  periodicals  to  the  Library  regularly  as  issued. 
The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Committee  have  been  expressed  to 
the  donors,  and  the  Council  tendered  its  thanks  to  Mr.  Walter 
Rye  for  his  generous  gift,  to  which  reference  is  made  on  pages  9-10. 

OLD   PERIODICALS,  ETC. 

Following  the  practice  of  previous  years,  some  of  the  old  news- 
papers and  periodicals,  and  the  best  of  the  discarded  books,  have 
been  sent  to  the  City  Asylum,  County  Asylum,  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  Workhouse  for  the  use  of  the  inmates. 

DISTRESS  OFFICES. 

The  Committee  recommended  the  Council,  in  the  interest  of  the 
Library,  to  make  arrangements  for  the  Distress  Committee  to  give 
up  the  occupancy  of  the  upper  rooms  of  the  Library  building  for 
two  reasons  :  (1)  because  the  loitering  of  the  unemployed  at  the 
entrance  and  on  the  staircase  caused  great  inconvenience  to  many 
of  the  persons  who  used  the  Library,  and  deterred  others  from  doing 
so ;  (2)  because  the  rooms  were  required  for  Library  purposes. 
The  Council  decided  that  the  Distress  Committee  should  remove 
by  the  1st  May,  1912. 

CITY  LIBRARY. 

The  Committee  concurred  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
City  Committee  that  the  Librarian  should  be  appointed  Librarian 
of  the  City  Library,  the  appointment  to  be  held  by  Mr.  Stephen  in 
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conjunction  with  his  office  of  Public  Librarian.  Acting  upon  the 
Librarian's  suggestion,  the  City  Committee  provided  in  the  Reading 
Room  a  large  exhibition  case  for  the  display  of  some  of  the  books 
in  the  City  Library.  The  exhibition  of  a  selection  of  the  rare 
books,  to  which  descriptive  notes  are  attached,  has  aroused  much 
interest. 

STAFF. 

By  an  instruction  of  the  Committee  the  Librarian  presented  a 
report  regarding  the  desirability  of  members  of  the  Library  staff 
studying  for  the  Library  Association's  professional  examinations,  in 
order  that  they  might  carry  out  their  duties  more  efficiently  than 
they  have  done  hitherto.  The  Committee  resolved  that  four  of  the 
assistants  should  be  required  to  enter  for  the  Library  Association's 
examinations,  and  as  an  incentive,  the  Committee  decided  to  offer 
to  such  assistants  an  increase  of  2s.  6d.  per  week  in  salary  for  each 
certificate  obtained  during  the  next  two  years. 

During  the  year  several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
personnel  of  the  staff.  By  the  death  of  Mr.  George  Tennant,  on  the 
17th  August,  the  Committee  lost  the  services  of  an  officer  who 
had  served  it  faithfully  for  over  23  years,  as  Sub-Librarian  from 
1888  to  1901,  as  Librarian  from  1901  to  1909,  and  subsequently  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Reading  Room.  Mr.  George  Long,  a  senior 
assistant,  left  the  service  of  the  Committee  on  the  30th  December. 
To  fill  the  two  vacancies  on  the  staff  thus  created,  Mr.  Walter  B. 
Rix  and  Mr.  Frank  Bussey  were  appointed  as  Junior  Assistants, 
both  of  whom  were  educated  at  the  City  of  Norwich  School. 

The  staff  are  loyally  responding  to  the  increased  demands 
made  upon  them  as  a  result  of  the  more  extensive  use  of  the 
Library  by  the  public. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  balance  of  £969  15s.  8d.  (which  includes  the  sum  of 
£254  9s,  Id.  allocated  for  the  Local  Collection)  in  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  last  financial  year  enabled  the  Committee  to  carry  out  the 
desirable  improvements  herein  mentioned  without  curtailing  the 
necessary  expenses  connected  with  the  upkeep  of  the  Library.  The 
Committee  is  endeavouring  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Library 
so  that  it  will  be  brought  into  line  with  other  Public  Libraries  in  the 
country,  and  will  become  the  literary  workshop  and  bureau  of 
information  of  the  inhabitants  of  Norwich.

REPORT,  1904-5. 


The  Free  Library  Committee,  in  submitting  their  Report 
for  the  past  year,  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  extension  of  the 
building  so  long  contemplated  is  now  in  progress,  the  tender 
of  Mr.  J.  S.  Smith  for  the  sum  of  £1,547  having  been  accepted. 
This  addition  will,  they  trust,  add  greatly  to  the  usefulness  of 
the  Library  and  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public 
when  completed.  Some  inconvenience  will  necessarily  be 
caused  to  both  the  public  and  the  staff  during  the  progress 
of  some  portion  of  the  work,  and  it  is  probable  one  or  two 
departments  may  have  to  be  closed  for  a  short  period.  Some 
thousands  of  books  will  be  displaced  and  their  re-arrange- 
ment required. 

In  October  last  Mr.  Joseph  Allen,  an  old  and  valued 
member  of  the  Committee,  tendered  his  resignation,  which 
the  Committee  with  regret  accepted  ;  and  a  vote  of  thanks 
was  passed  to  him  for  his  long  and  valuable  services. 

The  Lending  Department  has  been  open  255  days;  and  the 
number  of  borrowers  holding  tickets  on  the  31st  of  March 
was  7,042.  The  issues  have  numbered  125,485,  a  decrease 
upon  last  year  of  2,926 — Fiction  decreased  3,142,  four  other 
sections  1,302  ;  Magazines  and  Miscellaneous  increased  1,506 
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and  Poetry  12.  The  stock  of  books  is  now  21,914,  an 
increase  of  1,020,  of  which  237  have  been  transferred  from  the 
Reference  Department.  The  average  daily  issues  were  492. 
Fines  for  overdue  books  amounted  to  £65  17s.  iod. 

The  Catalogue  for  this  department,  including  the  books 
added  to  the  close  of  1904,  has  been  prepared,  and  the  printing 
thereof  is  being  considered. 

By  resolution  of  the  Committee,  books  can  now  be 
renewed  once  by  borrowers  for  a  further  term  without 
returning  them  to  the  Library  for  that  purpose. 

The  stock  of  books  in  the  Reference  Department,  inclusive 
of  4,507  in  the  Local  Collection,  is  20,575  ;  and  there  are  also 
9,536  Pamphlets,  about  5,800  of  a  local  character — the  books 
added  numbering  296  and  pamphlets  366.  The  issues  in  all 
sections  were  11,678,  being  of  Biography  554,  Fiction  30, 
History  and  Travel  654,  Science,  Art,  and  Natural  History 
1,623,  Poetry  311,  Magazines  and  Miscellaneous  5,494,  Law 
and  Theology  509,  and  of  the  Local  Collection  2,503. 

With  the  valuable  assistance  of  Mr.  Walter  Rye,  a  card 
catalogue  of  the  local  books  and  pamphlets  has  been  in  pre- 
paration. A  Card  Cabinet  has  been  purchased,  and  most  of  the 
cards  have  already  been  type-written  and  placed  therein.  Mr. 
Rye  has  also  presented  (from  his  own  collection)  several  works 
the  Library  did  not  possess.  For  his  kind  services  and  donations 
the  thanks  of  the  Council  have  b  een  voted  to  Mr.  Rye. 

The  special  loans  from  the  Reference  Department  resulted 
in  the  issue  of  228  books,  41  pamphlets,  and  20  portraits.  No 
1  oss  or  damage  has  been  reported. 
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The  chief  Donors  to  the  Library  during  the  year  have  been 
Messrs.  J. &  J.  Colman,  the  Agents-General  for  the  Colonies,  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  the  Patent  Office,  Mr.  J.  H.  Gurney, 
Mr.  H.  F.  Euren,  Mr.  Walter  Rye,  and  Dr.  A.  H.  Mann. 

Books  on  Japan  specially  sent  from  Cambridge,  with  others 
from  the  Library,  were  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  students 
attending  the  University  Extension  Lectures. 

Notices  of  the  principal  additions  have  been  published 
monthly  through  the  continued  kindness  of  the  Press. 

Overdate  newspapers  and  periodicals  (7,408)  have  been 
sent  to  the  workhouse,  discarded  books  to  the  City  Asylum 
and  Workhouse,  and  illustrated  papers  to  the  "  Children's 
Homes." 

Bi-quarterly  countings  of  persons  using  the  reading- 
rooms  on  Sundays  gave  an  average  of  265 — 210  men  and  55 
women.  The  hourly  countings  on  weekdays  gave  a  total  of 
157,679  present  in  the  men's  room  and  30,670  in  the  women's — 
a  daily  average  for  the  311  days  of  606 — irrespective  of  the 
many  readers  of  newspapers  in  the  lobby.
